The 
two main requirements are reasonable light- 
“ness and non-liability to go into’ pulp with 
exposure to rain. The ordinary civilian’s

both scores. . It is cumbrous, and prevents 
aim being taken without. removing the hel- 
met; it is usually of the most inartistic 
shape, and is generally most inefficiently 
ventilated. For wear a light soft felt is the 
most comfortable, but a single felt is little 
protection aguinst the fierce summer sun. 
The shade of even a light umbrella, however, 
acts wonderfully in protecting the brain, 
and hence we may learn a useful lesson. 
What is really required.is an air space well 
ventilated between an outer and inner cover- 
ing; even alight straw hat, if an inner crown’ 
of light felt be supplied, with an inch of 
open space between the two, will be 
found an efficient cover in all but the 
hottest: summer weather. An ideal Belmet 
_ could probably be made with water-proofed 
'. paperon a foundation of thin stecl wire, 
and placing inside a light felt crown. Such 
a helmet could be made a khaki or light 
San green colour as a protection against the 
*. actinic rays of the sun ; but all coverings, as 
adding seriously to the weight, should be 
avoided. Any idea of the accepted “helmet” 
shape should likewise be avoided, nor is a 
wide brim, which would interfere with the 
wearer taking aim without removing his 
headgear, needed. A modification of the 
shape known as a “sow’-wester” with a low 
crown, and a flap behind, could certainly be 
devised, which would give all needful pro- 
tection without adding to the bulk or weight. 
Such a dress would lend itself to any amount 
of.decoration for parade purposes, and the 
soldier necd not have the appearance in the 
one case of a pauper out for the day from 
the work-house, nor in the other of being

| Value of cargo imported and exported in fureign 


bottoms during the year under review was 
£3,719,792, as compared with £3,095,194 in 
1898. “Of this, some 72 per cent. was carried 
in British ships,.a rather smaller percentage 
than last year, owing to a-line of subsidised 
Japanese steamers, which has been competing 
with the Douglas Steamship Company, sashtng 
between Hongkong, Swatow, Amoy, and For- 
mosa. The net trade of Amoy for 1899, after. 
deducting re-exports, was "£3;132,000, against 
£2,494,000, an increase of over 1600,000. This 
inorease is entirely accoanted for in the imports.” 
[We italicise the above words, which. we refer 
to elsewhere.] Mr. Mansfield continues :—

Mr. P. Fduljee says in his Report, dated 
Hongkong, 12th Octobor:—A small demand has 
been experienced during the past fortnight, but 
this has been generally expected, as dealers have 
their hands full with the heavy purchases of the 
last few weeks, and the ehquiry from the coun ore f 
had not reached the proportions auticipa 
Settlements are estimated at some 73,000 bales, the 
majority being booked in the earlier part of the 
interval, if indeed some portion are not old 
purchases just reported. Prices have continued 
steady, and, although here and there slight 
fluctuations are noticeable, we make no alteration 
in our quotations and the market may be called 
unchanged. Holders do not appear anxious 
sellers, the position being reckoned fairly aie 
while, on the other hand, dealers are holding off 
entirely in the hope of forcing importers to accept 
& concession. 

The salient feature of the interval has been the 
increasing demand for No. 12s. which together 
with No. 10s. form the bulk of the settlements. 

Local Manufacture :—There is no change to 
note in the quotations of the Hongkong S.W. and 
Dyeing Mills, which are steady at $90 to ‘$01
